W. G. Schneider, 
Copper & Brass, 
Says 1928 Copper 
Consumption 1890 
Above 1927 


Copper consumption of the United 
States for 1928 will approximate 
1,000,000 tons, according to Wil- 
liam G. Schneider of the Copper & 
Brass Research Association, in an 
address delivered in New York be- 
fore the American Institute of Min- 
ing Engineers. The estimate is 
based ‘on domestic deliveries for the 
first ten months of the year. 
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This is a new record for copper 
consumption, Mr. Schneider pointed 
out, and is about 18 per cent above 
the total for 1927. Cohsumption in 
1927 was about 840,000 tons and 
about 900,000 tons in 1926. 

Mr. Schneider’ estimated the 
world production of copper for 
1928 at 1,840,000 tons, an increase 
of about 165,000 tons over that 
used in 1927, 

Taking advance sales into ac- 
count, stocks of refined copper will 
be about 40,000 tons by January 1, 
1929. This is a reduction of more 
than 50,000 tons in stocks during 
the year. The stocks of copper 
abroad have been reduced to the 
point where their influence on the 
price of United States production 
is negligible. ‘These foreign stocks 
will amount to about 10,000 tons on 
January 1, 1929. 

Indications are that the produc- 
tion and consumption of copper will 
continue on the up grade, and it is 
estimated that by 1934 the world 
will require an annual production of 
approximately 2,240,000 tons. The 
demand for copper is urgent and 
probably will be maintained during 
the coming year.

Bulletin) No. 14, “Comparative 
Tests of Automatic Roof Ventila- 
tors.” Over 30 ventilators were in- 
cluded in tests and it is really sur- 
prising to note the number of ven 
tilators on the market.

some manufacturers, prompted the 





investigation. All of the ventilators 
used in the investigations were 
loaned to the station by manufac- 
turers or jobbers and almost all of 
them were left permanently at the 
station.

could possibly be expected. Some 
requests by manufacturers to have 
their products included in the tests 
are still being received. 

\ll of the ventilators were of a 
size suitable for a base ten inches in 
diameter. 

\fter reading over much adver- 
tising matter, it was deemed advis- 
able to group the ventilators into 
four general classes—namely, plain 
stationary, stationary siphon, plain 
rotary, rotary siphoning, and in ad- 
dition to this there may be a class 
known as rotary exhausters, such as 
the so-called air turbine or those 
ventilators in which the top acts as 
an exhaust fan which is rotated by 


the action of the wind. Figures 1, 


2. 3, 4. and 5 illustrate the classes. 


In the so-called siphoning types 


an attempt has been made to make 
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use of the wind to better advantage 
in producing additional draft. 

The tests were made solely to de- 
termine the effect of the wind in 
creating a draft through the ven- 
tilator. Such factors as tempera- 
ture differences and humidity were 
eliminated. 

In order to make the tests the ap- 
paratus illustrated in figure 6 was 
set up. by use of screens the air 
velocities at the test distance from 
the fan over the cross section of the 
tunnel were made uniform. In con- 
ducting the tests the ventilators 
were placed as shown in lig. 6. The 
air was forced through the tunnel 
toward the ventilator. Readings of 
the wind velocity in the tunnel and 
of the air induced through the ven- 
tilators were taken with an ane- 
mometer. The wind velocity in the 
tunnel was taken at the point where 
the ventilator was placed to be 
tested. The velocity of the air in-

duced through the ventilator was 
measured by inserting the anemom- 
eter in the short vertical pipe under- 
neath the tunnel floor. 

After the ventilators had been 
grouped into classes, those of the 
plain stationary group were listed as 
the A series ; those of the stationary 
siphoning group as B; those of the 
plain rotary as the C; and those of 
the rotary siphoning as the D 
series. 

In Figs. 11, 12, 13 and 14 are 
shown graphically the results of the 
tests on the various classes of ven- 
tilators. The induced velocities are 
due entirely to the wind action, as 
there was no temperature difference 
involved in the tests. Chart 1 shows 
the averages of the effect of the 
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wind on the various classes of ven- 
tilators. These averages are, of 
course, based upon the results ob- 
tained on those ventilators included 
in the tests. A careful study of the 
curves shows, of course, rather wide 
departure from the average in the 
case of some ventilators in each 
class. 

In the next article of the series 
some additional sketches together 
with the dimensions of the various 
ventilators will be shown. From 
these sketches and figures much can 
be gained which will be of aid in 
the selection of ventilators. 

Some discussion of the basic prin- 
ciples of ventilator design and some

This and the succeeding article 
will possibly be of greater value to 
the sheet metal man and to the de- 
signer than to the prospective cus- 
tomer. It may be an aid in bol- 
stering his confidence in his ability 
to select a ventilator best suited to 
the needs of each _ individual 
problem. 

In this series of articles an at- 
tempt has been made to make all 
data and methods of computation as 
simple as possible so that a larger 
number of sheet metal workers 
would be interested, and yet to stick 
to methods more or less standard- 
ized and extensively used by ven- 
tilating engineers.

Each Man’s Overhead 
Is His Own Problem 

C. H. Graham, Jamestown, New 
York, representative of the Lennox 
l‘urnace Company, has a few re- 
marks to make relative to the ques- 
tion asked by “Furnace Salesman’”’ 
in our November 17th issue. Here 
is what he says: 

“Just a few words in answer to 
the question asked by a furnace 
salesman in your issue of Novem- 
ber 17th: ‘Would you have taken 
this warm air heating job at $350?’ 

“Taking for granted the cost of 
$281.51, there are any number of 
dealers who could have taken this 
job at this figure and made a fair 
return on their investment. On the 
other hand, dealers would 
have lost money on it.

“The only way your question can 
be answered intelligently is for your 
dealer—A—to submit his overhead 
cost on this volume of business and 
add it to his first cost in order to 
arrive at his total cost. Then the 
balance he may add will be what- 
ever percentage he feels he should 
have for return on his investment. 
Then he will have answered his 
own question. 

“Overhead costs vary so much 
among dealers in the same locality 
that it is each man’s own problem. 
Some overheads run 14 per cent 
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and others as high as 46 per cent. 

“When all furnace installers find 
out their operating costs, everyone 
connected with the heating business 
will be better off. They will then 
know just how close they can figure 
before they take a job and pay the 
owner for the privilege of working 
for hfm.”

Consumers of Steel Buying Closely 


Quotations on Non-Ferrous Metals 
Are Firm—Sales on Copper Routine 


DVERSE seasonal market in- 

fluences coincide with a reac- 
tion to the unprecedented specifying 
and production of October, with 
the résult demand for finished steel 
has moderated perceptibly in the 
past week. 

Many consumers have not yet 
digested their heavy receipts of the 
“past 60 days and all have an eye to 
the approaching inventory period. 
Specifications against fourth quar- 
ter contracts tend, therefore, to be- 
come delinquent. 

3ut these shadows do not dim the 
market picture. Consumption as a 
whole, sustained by five consecutive 
monthly steel production records, is 
probably larger than in any preced- 
ing November. Year-end activity 
in railroad equipment and track ma- 
terial is fully up to a five-year av- 
erage. Structural projects have 
rarely been so large or so numerous 
at this season. 

Shipyard purchases of steel will 
shortly mirror the quickening of the 
American merchant marine. The 
lag in automotive production ‘this 
year is comparatively mild. 

A sale of basic iron in the Ma- 
honing valley at 50 cents under the 
market casts some doubt on the 
price structure and indicates some 
free iron. 

Large buying of nonferrous 
metals in the past week has made 
practically all prices firm to strong. 
Zinc, lead and tin are outstanding 
in this respect. Copper and alu- 
minum continue strong but un- 
changed with large shipments 
against old orders. 

Copper 

3uying during the past week has 

been routine. The market has been 


quiet, but some business has been 
done every day, mostly for January 
and February delivery. Some scat- 
tered carlots have sold for domestic 
shipment this year. Some inquiries 
have appeared for shipment beyond 
February, but generally producers 


have not cared to sell so far ahead. 

Shipments continue to push the 
refineries to capacity, but there are 
some indications that after the end 
of the current year the situation will 
not be quite so tight, unless there 
should bef urther expansion in con- 
sumption. Prices have held un 
changed. 

Zine 

Sales of prime western have been 
larger in the past week than in a 
number of months. 

Sales in October were fair, and 
after a quiet period began to pick 
up about the middle of November, 
with a gradual increase since then, 
so that in the past few days demand 
has become unusually insistent. 

The price of 6.25 cents, East St 
Louis, which had ruled on prompt 
metal since the beginning of August, 
and on futures since late in June, 
began to disappear on Saturday, so 
that on Monday morning sales were 
made at 6.30 cents and soon after 
that this price disappeared ‘with all 
sellers going to 6.35 cents. 

Tin 

Users of tin have been unusually 
active in the market during the past 
week. This buying was reflected in 
the highest prices that have pre- 
vailed since early in the year. 

Users have bought much more 
than dealers, but the latter also have 
had to buy. 

Lead 

suying has been active for 
prompt to January shipment and 
the market appears to be in strong 
position so far as statistics in this 
country go. The London market, 
however, has shown little strength, 
and consequently has limited the ex- 
tent to which prices here can reflect 
the buying. The New York price 
is unchanged at 6.35 cents. 

Pig Iron 

The pig iron market in Pitts- 
burgh still lacks active interest in 
first quarter requirements, and ton- 
nages now being placed are gen- 
erally limited to small lots. 


Demand for foundry iron is 
showing a bit more life. Although 
additional first quarter sales up to 
1,000 tons at a time have been made 
recently, such transactions are not 
numerous. Sellers report they ar 
able to obtain $18, base, valley, on 
current business, with $17.50, 
valley, for No. 3 and gray forge. 

large melters are deferring pur- 
chases believing the market will not 
go higher, and that a reaction is 
possible before the end of the year 
Producers’ stocks are being steadily 
depleted. Bessemer sales are re- 
stricted to small tonnages, with 
$18.25, valley, generally prevailing, 
although $18.50 is obtained in some 
instances. 

Malleable is slightly more active 
at unchanged prices. Basic con 
tinues quiet, with lack of inquiry in 
the open market. While a Youngs- 
town producer booked 3,000 tons of 
basic for an Alliance, O., consumer 
at $17.50, furnace, $18 has not dis 
appeared. 

Furnaces are heavily booked for 
first quarter in Chicago, the ma- 
jority of melters having covered for 
that period. Sales during the past 
week were nearly 25,000 tons. 

A cargo of about 2,000 tons of 
malleable and off-grade basic iron 
wah received at Milwaukee from a 
Cleveland furnace, 1,000 tons of 
which was sold in Milwaukee and 
the remainder being offered here at 
$19.25, base, Chicago. 

Many small sales of pig iron are 
reported at Birmingham for de- 
livery during the next 30 days. A 
few round tonnages have been 
booked for first quarter, but heavy 
selling has not started. While an- 
other advance in price is intimated, 
orders are being accepted at $16.50, 
base, Birmingham. Production is 
steady. A few hundred tons of 
southern foundry iron has been sold 
for delivery in St. Louis and Chi- 
cago territory. Local consumption 


has eased off.
